The public, sincere in its effort 
to conserv e whea t, is now pay ing 
5L-v cents a pound for white corn- 
meal, it is sfa ted— twice the 1917 
a v era ge and

B it by hit they dissipate public 
trust, the great essential in the work 


of food control. 
“ It lies with every individual to fo r­ 
bear from criticism ; to refrain from 
passing on the vagrant and harm ful 
story, and thus the more effectively 
to co-operate in w ork which is going 
to mean more than the m ajority of 
people yet realize.”
